The new department would take 


over the functions of the present 
departments 
of mental hygiene, 


corrections, pensions, and public 
welfare, the board of control, and 
those of the industrial commission 
relating to county relief claim dis- 
putes. 


Would Name Director 


. A director, at $7,500 annually. 
•would be appointed by the advis- 
ory board, which would be nam- 
ed by the governor with senate 
approval. At least five divisions of 
public assistance, child 
welfare, 


mental hygiene, corrections, and 
administration and research under 
separate heads would be created. 


Senate approval followed swiftly

The Italian is quick to fly in 


a rage tut almost as quick to forgive. 
The German is still burning deeply and 
intensely with a pride cut to the quick 
over the Treaty of Versailles. The Rus- 
sian is bearing upon his back untold cen- 
turies of blackest ignorance. 


So alibi writers may still point to dis- 


tinctions as important as any they have 
ever brought out since the Russian will be 
drinking vodka, the German beer and the 
Italian wine and neither Germany nor 
Russia will raise olives. 


Fundamentals always remain funda- 


mentals. Without the individual freedom 
as defined in Magna Charta and later in 
our Bill of Rights there is and can be no 
possible pretense of civilized government. 


And what tyrants do to fool the easily 


deluded elsewhere and to give then: clack- 
ers at home something to talk about is 
solely done to more easily maintain them- 
selves in power. It never has any re- 
lation to either mercy or justice. 


What America needs now is one ex- 


pressive word fo cover all these gangster 
governments wherever located or how- 
ever perfumed to soothe the senses of the 
unwary.

The Slattery report on Alaska is a 


mighty interesting document. Demonstra- 
ting that Alaska has all the advantages 
as a homeland and a land for business 
and industry with "territory, climate and 
resources equal to all Scandinavia" is 
bound to make an impression 
because 


Scandinavia has created an everlasting 
record for its sense and durability, its 
vigorous but peaceful people, and the ex- 
ample of a calm, practical government 
unruffled by the blarings of demagogues. 


But it would be a sad error to leap 


to the conclusion that Alaska will forth- 
with become another Scandinavia. We 
should first inquire how Scandinavia be- 
came what it is. And then we should ask 
ourselves whether we, our people, would 
again endure the now modern hardships 
of pioneering which are only five per cent 
as harsh as those endured by the intrepid 
tribes that pushed their way over Scan- 
dinavia or the equally valorous pioneers 
who trekked across our own continent.

Russia Remembers

ger to England. Germany became 
the danger. By the turn of the cen- 
tury this situation was so well de- 
veloped'that England was truly in 
a boiL She never could depend on 
the United States as an ally, al- 
though she made every effort to 
keep this country friendly. 


First she tried to wangle Russia 


into an agreement. Russia did not 
win over too fast. She has a history 
of disagreements with England that 
her rulers do- not forget. England 
has kept Russia out of the Balkans 
for more than a half century, and 
once went to war about it. 


Remember the poem about "can- 


nons to the right of them, cannons 
to the left of them?" Those were 
Russian cannons the English poet 
was talking about. 


When Russia failed to come along 


as a friend as protnptly as England 
wished, British 
diplomats began 


hunting for others. She had France 
as an ally and Germany as a poten- 
tial enemy. Italy was not much of 
a nation at the time and the Uni- 
ted States was out of reach. Who 
was left? Nobody but Japan. So in 
1902 England drew up an alliance

New York First 


New York was among the first 


states to adopt a milk-control law. 
the legislature acting after a bitter 
milk-strike by upstate producers. A 
milk-contcpl board was set up to 
fix minimum prices and bring some 
semblance of stability to the state's 
largest agricultural industry. 


Similar action by other states fol- 


lowed as one after another declared 
the dairy industry to be affected 
with a public interest Now about 
half the states have milk control 
laws. 


Many of the first states to adopt 


milk-control 
legislation provided 


for fixing not only prices paid to 
producers but also prices paid by 
consumers This led to complaints 
that retail price-fixing meant ex- 
cessive profits for some distribu- 
tors while lor others less efficient 
it meant a guarantee to stay in 
business. It has since been general- 
ly abandoned in favor of a fixed 
price to the producer only. 


For a while,

dairying worked, but In markets 
like New York which were served 
by dairymen in several states, the 
system was handicapped by inabil- 


ity to control the movement, into 
the market of milk from withou 
the state. The aid of the federa 
government was sought to over 
come this handicap and the federal 
state marketing program was de 
velopsd.

dairymen have been made In. the 
closing days of the recent congres- 
sional session a group of dairy-state 
congress members called on the 
justice department to institute anti 
trust proceedings against two of the 
-leading distributing 
firms which 


they asserted exercised a monopoly 
in the dairy field. 


They contended that prior to the 


rise of these dominant distributing 
firms the nation's dairymen enjoy 
ed a higher return. They pointec 
to a federal trade commission in 
vestigation of milk 
distributin; 


companies which they said showec 
the concerns made high profits even 
during the depression years, when 
returns to the milk farmer were 
at their lowest point.

SCIEN'TITFIC 


To Get Best Results 


By Ozark Kipley 


Probably every angler who ever 


cast a plug or whipped out a 
tempting fly has in his mind the 
hope that he will drop his lure 
deftly at the end of a sunken log 
or snag and have a whopping bass 
or other' game fish hit at the ideal 
spot at the ideal time. 


Just the same if he looks back 


over his experience at the art of 
Waltomans he wDl find that the 
perfect setting seldom has 
come 


through with a big fish or any fish 
at alL It is a -satisfying sensation to 
drop a lure lust at the end of a 
log and retrieve it but it is a sight 
more practical to shoot the bait in 
farther and bring it along the side 
of the snag. 


This latter type of casting will 


bring the bait into view of a great 
deal more of the sheltering shadows 
made by the log and it is in those 
shadows that the hungry iish lurk. 
They he motionless and wait for 
a victim to venture into the range 
of their vision and then they hit 
like that old ton of bricks. 


Studv Before Casting: 


In casting beside sunken snags 


tbe foresighted fisherman will study 
the type of log and make sure that

long-lived 
Swedish 
bread. The 


dough is rolled into thin, flat piec- 
es, each about the size and shape 
of a dinner plate. Then it is cook- 
ed until done. 


Each "loaf" of bread has a hole 


in the middle. This is to make it 
possible to "string" the loaves on a 
pole which hangs near the kitchen 
ceiling. 


Thanks to the -use of a special 


kind of sour milk in making the 
dough, this bread keeps its fresh- 
ness a long time. It is as thin as a 
sheet of cardboard. 


People in Sweden commonly have 


five meals a day. Most of these are V 
not very heavy, but a Swedish din.-.1 
ner is ?omething to remember. 


As a start lor a meal, a Swedfe 


visits the "smorgasbord," or "bread- 
and-butter table." It has a greet 
deal on it besides bread and butter! 
It is loaded down with tidbits, in- 
cluding pickled herring anu other 
fish, also cold beef, chicken, vemson 
and ham. 


Taking whatever he wants from 


this table, the diner eats it and 
theL. settles down to his real meaL 
Dinner has several courses, such as 
fish, eggs, meat and salads. There 
may be boiled potatoes, but pota- 
toes are hot often fried or baked in 
Sweden. Coffee is by far the most 
common drink taken, with meals. 


Eating has been called "a great 


indoor sport" in Sweden, but it is 
doubtful that the Swedes eat -more 
than people in some other countries 
in Europe, the French for example. 
Swedish cooks often show a great 
deal of skill, and this goes far to 
explain why the people enjoy their 
meals so much.
